- Regarding claims 1,11, and 21 , references (Knox In view of Liwerant) do not teach "display of a plurality of quality of service options 
corresponding to said at least one media file for selection by a remote user". In fact, Knox as clearly pointed out in the office action, does 
disclose a plurality of user interface screens or "displays" presented by the system to the client through the browser, that allows the user 
to select, e.g. "for selection by a remote user", not Liwerant. What is missing in the Knox's reference is "a media file with con-esponding of 
a plurality of quality of service options" for the user to select. On the other hand, Liwerant taught the missing limitation; therefore, Knox in 
view of Liwerant as clearly pointed out in the office action does indeed teach the claimed invention in a manner as recited and argued; and 
wherein the details are disclosed in the final rejection sent on April 11, 2006. 
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
